HAVANA, Cuba, (by way of Miami, Fia.). 
Jan. 19.—-The Post-Dispatch correspondent 
has interviewed the leading American, 
Cuban and Spanish busines: men on the 
way to at once turn 20,000 possible outlaws 
into contented citizens 

“Forty millions,” is the consensus of 
opinion. That sum is considered sufficient 
to either organize the Cubans in arms into 
American soldiers or establish each upon 
the soil with ample facilities to till it. 
Gen. Brooke thinks he would have no 
trouble in speedily effecting such an organ- 
ization. The other men seen agree with 
him. They think that the now poorly fed, 
unpaid, slenderly clothed Cuban private 
soldiers would be very glad to join a 
liberally provided American rural police. 

After getting the dissatisfied elements to- 
gether under discipline the idea is to then 
begin a weeding out process until the num- 
ber of armed men in Cuba gradually comes 
down to a good mounted police force. 

Gen, Brooke cannot now go ahead upon 
such a saving plan. He has no money ex- 
cept customs revenue, and that is not 
enough. 

The general opinion is that not only 
would a present loan of $103390,000 enabie 
Gen. Brooke and the Cuban leaders to re-

FIREMAN BAILEY MAY i OF THREE C’S COURT. 


LOCOMOTIVE WHEEL BROKE AT MATTER MADE PUBLIC BECAUSE 


EAST GRAND AVENUE. 


Engineer Escaped Unhurt, but the 
Fireman Jumped and Was Caught 
Under the Falling Tender 
of His Engine. 


A wreck on the Burlington Road, at the 
foot of East Grand avenue, just above the 
Waterworks. Thursday afternoon, may re- 
guilt fatally to the fireman of the engine, 

The train wus a freight, popularly known 
as the “House Pull,”” carrying fourteen 
loaded cars Just as the train rounded the 
Waterworks a flange of one of the loco- 
motive’s whee!s was broken, overturning 
the tender. 

The engineer escaped unhurt. But the 
fireman jumped and was caught under the 
falling tender. His bruised and broken 
body was finally removed from the wreck 
and he was then reported to be dying. 

The fireman's name is Emmet Balley. 

The tender of the engine telescoped one 
of the cars, and both were demolished. 
Four of the cars, the engine and tender 
were thrown from the track, and piled ina 
heap of wreckage. 

A call was sent to the North End Dispen- 
sary for an ambulance, and the injured 
fireman was taken away. 

Traffic on.that part of the Burlington's 
line was suspended for the day. 

The train was in charge of Conductor 
Bolton. with Engineer Marsh on the en- 
gine. It was guing west on the main track, 
and when the whee! broke the engine ran 
50 feet on the ties before it turned across 
and blocked the five tracks which inter- 
sected at the foot of East Grand avenue. 
It was the tender that fell upon Engineer 
Bailey. It left the track and went down 
the embankment, followed by the cars. The 
wreck, which was on the St. Louis, Keo- 
kuk & Northwestern, one.of the Burling- 
ton’s leased linés, was. complete.

BOY CONDUCTED HIS OWN CASE 


Frank Lee Saved Himself and Friend 
From a Charge of High- 
way Robbery.

_ WHAT IS HAVANA’S DEBT. 


Tho Finance Committee Confronted 
With Startling Figures. 
HAVANA, Jan. 19.—The Finance Commit- 
tee which is examining into the financial 
condition of the city, discovered what 


seems to be an increase in the bonded in- 
debtedness. The debt has been thought 
to consist of first mortgage municipal 


nicipal mortgage bonds to the amount of 
$3,000,000. The figures to-day make the ap- 
parent first mortgage indebtedness $10,000,- 
000. An inquiry will be pursued further to 
determine whether this fs actual indébted- 
ness. Witnesses will be summoned under 
oath, ané much light is expected to be 
thrown on municipal transactions under 
the Spanish authorities. The vigor with 
which the inquiry is being pressed d_stre:ses 
the former officials. 

The new Council has decided that it will 
not enforce collections for municipal taxes 
prior to Jan. 1, and that it will not em- 

Spanish Bank to collect taxes 

levied under the old regime. 

The municipMflity allowed the bank to col- 
lect city taxes and withhold 5 per cent 
in the same way as the Government taxes. 

A determined effort is being made to have 
the Spanish bank’s privilege of collecting 
for the United States revoked. The feeling 
is more intense to-day. The foreign mer- 
chants have announced that they will not 
pay back taxes, though they will pay for 
the present period to whatever agency the 
American military authorities direct. 

The Cubans are encouraged in their, op- 
position by the revort that Collector Bi'se 
and the Military Governor have otested 
to Washington against the bank being des- 
ignated as a tax collector. Shares of the 
bank were lower on the Stock Exchange to- 
day due to agitation.

The people will be forced 
to clean their houses. and after that a corps 
of plumbers wiil visit each district.

SCOPE OF INQUIRY BROADER. 


THE AUTHORITY OF THE IN- 
VESTIGATORS SPECIFIED. 


Gtete and Municipal Offices to Be 
Probed Are Named and Power to ~ 
Compel Production of Books 
Is Conferred.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 19.—Sena- 
tor Major this morning moved a reconsid- 
eration of the Lexow investigation resolu- 
tion and offered a gubstitute resolution 
which was adopted with but one negative 
vot». 

Senator Major in explanation of the new 
resolutior dictated the following statement 
to the Post-Dispatch correspondent: 

‘It broadens the power of the Commit- 
tee and its rights in making the investi- 
gation by reason of the fact that it may 
report the effect of the present law upon 
all departments and what, if any, defects 
exist in the law, in order that the 
Legislature might be informed as to 
the enactment of wholesome laws 
correcting evils and abuses that may 
exist. It strengthens the power of the 
Committee to compel the attendance of 
witnesses and production of records. 

“The State Legislature has a general po- 
lice regulation over its citizens and munic- 
ipal governments. The Committee under 
this resolution can report on those subjects 
as to the enactment of laws and that fact 
being an additional requirement strength- 
ens the Committee’s powers.”’ . 

In regard to special counsel for the Com- 


mittee Senator Major says that. Attorney- 
General Crow will be a general counsel, 
but that the Committee will probably need 
special private counsel. He says this will 
ibe selected by the Attorney-General and 
the Committee jointly after the Committee 
reaches St. Louis. In no event will any- 
. thing be done until the Committee reaches 
St. Louis Monday. The resolution is as 
follows:

LONG EED OF TROOS 


GEN. WOOD WOULD KEEP SsOoL- 
DIERS IN CUBA FOR YEARS. 


BUT HE HAD NO TROUBLE. 


He Advises That Cubans Be Put in Di- 
rect Control and Their Work 
Simply Supervised. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—In his state- 
ments before the Senate Committee on Mil- 
itary Affairs yesterday, Gen. Leonard 
Wood, commander of the Department of 
Santiago, said that for some time the 730 
men now in the Province of Santiago 
should be continued, but that after a time 
5000 would be sufficient for the service. He 
considered, however, that a military force 
would be necezsary to the maintenance of 
order for some years. This remark applied 
to the island as a whole, and he thought 
as many as 50,000 troops should be sta- 
tioned throughout Cuba. With proper pre- 
cautions and tact he did not anticipate 
trouble; and he believed that the tnsurgent 
forces would rapidly disintegrate in all 
parts of the island. Santiago had been a 
great stronghold of the Cuban insurgents 
under Garcia, but they had now practically 
disbanded. 

Outlining his mode of governing the prov- 

ince, he said he had made no appointments 
to office except upon the recommendations 
of Cubans, and that he had in all cases put 
them upon their honor in making such rec- 
ommendations. He had shown abs0o.ute 
trust in them in all matters, going among 
them always unarmed and leaving the 
books of the administration always open to 
their inspection. He had Cubans in all 
departments and his private secretary had 
at one time been a member of Gomezs 
staff. Thus they always knew how their 
money had been expended, and knew just 
what he was doing as their Governor. Gen, 
Wood sald that his first effort had been to 
encourage the people of all the towns to 
establish self-government, and he had been 
especially zealous in heaving them select 
their local officers, open schools, establish 
courts and build roads, and in cases where 
they did not have the money for these pur- 
poses he had aided them by making con- 
tributions from the general fund. This sys- 
tem was entirely different from the old one 
under Spanish rule, when all the collections 
were forwarded to Havana, and never 
came back, only 16 per cent of the revenue 
being devoted to local uses. He had found 
the people especially jealous of their rights 
in this respect, and the recent public meet- 
ings and protests against sending their 
revenue to Havana were due to this feel- 
ing. 
Gen. Wood spoke especially of the estab- 
lishment of schools and the building of 
roads. He said he had 2000 men making 
roads and that he was getting many 
schools. started. Replying to a question 
from Senator Hawley, he said the people 
were anxious for the separat.on of church 
and state in educational matters and that 
they seemed to want to be like Americans 
in thig as well as other respecte. _—

She was ‘nsured for $21,000 in the Shalcross 
agency of Lou'!sville.

A STRANGE DEED FOR 
FILING.

It Conveyed Lots in Carondelet to Citi- 
zens of St. Louis—Covered 
With Seals and Stamps. 


Deputy J. Warren Carpenter, who has 
charge of the copying department of the 
office of Recorder of Deeds, was in 4 
happy mood Thursday morning. He was 
congratulating himself upon being released 
from a dilemma which, for two weeks, had 
been a source of constant embarrassment 
to him 

The cause of Mr, Carpenter's trouble was 
a deed which was filed for record January 
6. He receives about 150 deeds a day and 
there was nothing unusual] in the mere 
fact that he received this particular one. 
Put there was something remarkable in 
the deed itself, and therein lay the trouble. 

The deed was made in Russia, written in 
the Russian language and in the form of 
Russian conveyances of land and executed 
according to the Russian laws. Mr. Car- 
penter had never before received a deed 
written in a foreign language and he did 
not know what todo. He consulted all the 
old employes of his office, but they could 
not remember a similar case and were as 
badly puzzled as he. 

It could not possibly be recorded in the 
condition in which it was presented at the 
Recorder’s office, for none in the office 
could read or wr.te the Russian language. 
Besides the law provides that all writings 
shall be recorded in English. A happy idea 
surged through Mr. Carpenter’e brain. He 
would send the deed to Baron Slippeascalcz, 
the Russian Consul at Chicago, for trans- 
lation. He did so, and in a few days the 
deed was returned with a transiation, 
which was sworn to by Baron Slippens- 
ae who attached h's tremendous sea! 
to it, 

But Oarnpenter was not yet ,SeSsanes. He 
felt that his duty would not completely 
performed until he had re the 
Baron’s translation to a scholar for verifi- 
cation. Accordingly he sent the origina] 
deed and translation to Dr. Herman Frum.

‘ng with an affidav:t that Baron Slippens- 
calicz's translation was correct. The trans- 
lation was then placed on record,

It was in a lonely neighborhood, and many 
thought they were hermits, and invested their 
lonely life with much that was grotesque and ab- 
surd.

In his Denver speech Mr. Bryan dropped into scripture, 
telling the story of Ahab and how he coveted Naboth’s vine- 
yard and how he trumped up charges whereby he possessed 
himéeif of the good man’s Jand. : 

Four Commandments were broken in this transaction, which 
Was roundly de1ounced by the prophet Elijah at the time 
and has been reprehended by everybody ever since. 

' Why is not the moral sense so acute in the case of national] 
wrong-doing as it is when private individuals break the law? 
The four Commandments which Ahab broke, “thou shalt not 
covet,” “thou shalt not bear false witness,” “thou shalt not 
steal,”’ “thou shalt not kill,” are vindicated against two of- 
fenders, or three or fifty; and if against two or fifty, why not 
against 75,000,000? . 

Of course nations have broken them, and in the view of some 
good men the plea for their enforcement is therefore unhis- 
torical. But is this a justification? Precedents of right have 
the force of law, but should an honorable people plead the 
precedent of wrong to justify a wrong? There is no progress 
in such a course. 

Mr. Bryan's resort to first principles is a healthy sign. The 
quotation of those simple mandates of the moral law is quite 
enough to pierce the sophistry of destiny mongers and expose 
the hypocrisy of those who would celebrate an unholy union 
between “philanitrophy and 6 per cent.”

BUYERS TURNED AWAY. 


HIGH QUOTATIONS MADE IN THE 
IRON MARKET. 


HEAVY. 


FOREIGN INQUIRY 


Although Quiet, the Steel Market Is 
Stronger, Both East and West, | 
and Demand Continues. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 19.—In its review of 
trade conditions, the Iron Age, an undis- 
puted authority on the iron trade, will say 
to-day: 

The iron markets are In an extraordinary 
condition. A constantly growing number 
of makers in many lines have either with- 


drawn prices altogether or made high quo- 
tations in order to turn away uyers, 
Still, thus far there has been little specu- 
lation, and the industry is kept well in 
hand. Thus it is virtually decided that 
prices for Lake Hessemer ore will not be 
advanced aver » ponte > ton, if, indeed so 
large an advance made. 

hy pig iron we note eales of about 25,000 
tons of Bessemer in the Pittsburg district 
at full prices and some transactions in 
basis in the East. So far as foundry 
fron throughout the country is concerned 
the buyers are picking up what they can. 
Foreign inquiry is heavy and some early 
deliveries cannot be made; the fore mer- 
chants are turning to the second half of the 
ear, several large blocks having been of- 
fered, Ocean freights have eased up con- 
siderably. 

The feeling that there is danger of a 

ronounced scarcity of pig iron is gaining, 

ut it should be understood clearly that it 
is likely to be only temporary unless the 
demand goes far beyond the present rate 
of output. The consolidation of the Nor- 
folk & Western furnace plants in Virginia 


toward summer we may expect the large | 
lants at Loraine and at Youngstown to 
all in line. 

Some business has been done in steel 
billets in the Central West and in the East 
at higher prices. 

It is announced that the American Wire 
Company has contracted with the Federal 
Steel Company for large quantities of bil- 
lets and wire rode, the particulars not be- 
ing vet available. 

Kithough relatively quiet the steel rail 
market is stronger East and West. The de- 
mand for car material continues unabated, 
and large blocks of bars and shapes for 
this purpose have been placed. 

In no department is the scarcity more 
pronounced than in plates. Our Chicago 
correspondent reports that the local mill 
has taken orders. aggregating 10,000 tone, 
of which 7500 toms were for ship bullding. 

The demand for structural material is 
developing. Very large bridge orders have 
been placed and now, too, the requirements 
for buildings are coming in. Good sized 
amounts have been taken both in Chicago 
and in New York, and eome very liberal 
season contracts have been closed in beams 
with architectural iron work.

GERMAN CONSUL’S MISTAKE. 


VIOLATED THE TREATY IN UP- 
HOLDING REBELS. 


Revolutionary Movement Growing Out 
of a Struggle for the Nominal 
Possession of the Island 
Throne. 


LONDON, Jan. 19.—A cablegram from 
Auckland, N. Z., says that owing to the 
trouble at Samoa, growing out of the elec- 
tion of a successor to the late King Malie- 
toa, three British warships will proceed 
there and that one American warship will 
start from the lalands from Honolulu. 

The trouble arose in this way: The 
government of Samoa its administered by 
the United States, England and Germany. 
Chief Justice Chambers of the Samoan Su- 
preme Court, who igs an American, on Dec. 
$1, declared Malietoa Tanhuas to have been 
elected King in succession to the late King 


Malietoa. The Chief Justice alao announced 
that Tamasese had been elected Vice King. 
Chief Mataafa was disqualified. 

The consuls of the United States and 
Great Britain and the Captains of the Ger- 
man warship Falke and the British war- 
ahip Porpoise met the German Consul, who 
refused to recognize Malietoa Tanuas and 
declined to co-operate jin the dispersal of 
the Samoans, who, thereupon, assembled 
in large numbers at Mulinu, armed them- 
selves and surrounded the municipality. 
Malietoa Tanuas and Tamasese mustered 
about 2000 men, well armed, but supplied 
with defective ammunition. The British 
and American Consuls endeavored to avert 
hostilities, but they commenced on Jan. 
1. Malietoa Tanuas and Tamasese fought 
bravely, but 500 of their followers were cap- 
tured. Then, disheartened and outnum- 
bered, the two chiefs sought refuge on the 
British warship and their followers sought 
protection under the guns of the Porpoise. 

Mataafa’s lose was 61 killed and wounded 
and Malieota Tanuas lost 22 men, killed and 
wounded. 

The foreign residents were placed under 
the protection of a detachment of men _be- 
longing to the British ship, and Chief Jus- 
tice Chambers and his family went on 
board of her. ‘The followers of Mataafa 
looted and burned Apla, destroyed the plan- 
tations and pillaged considerably in the 
country. 

The Consuls later decided to recognize 
Mataafa and his chiefs as a provisional 
government, pending the receipt of instruc- 

tions froin the powers. Afterward Dr. Ra- 
fael and the German Consul closed the Su- 
preme Court, declaring that the power was 
vested in them. The British and Ameri- 
can Consuls then appealed to the captain of 
the British warship Porpoise, who landed 
a force of blue jackets, and Chief Justice 
Chambers, under their guard, took his seat. 
Mataafa held aloof from these last devel- 
opments. | 

The British and American Consuls were 
compelled to force the doors of the Su- 

reme Court at Apla, Samoa, in which the 

rman Consul had established himself, and 
to push him into the street. 

All parties at Apia unite In condemnin 
the German Consul] for the fighting whic 
has taken place between the rival kings. 
It Is pointed out that in violation of all 
agreements, the Consul accompanied Ma- 
taafa’s forces when the claimant-invaded 
the town and encouraged the opposition to 

alietoa Tanus. 

When the British and American Consuls 
were informed as to the situation they ad- 

ourned the court and locked the building. 

he German Consul then demanded the 
keys and they were refused him. He then 
broke open the doors, removed the locks 
and rep aced them with others. He after- 
wards brought the German municipal presi- 
dent into the chamber and the latter went 
up on the baleony and shouted to the Brit- 

! and American marines assembled on 
the square: “I am the Supreme Court. I 
am the Chief Justice.” 

The crowd replied with jeers and the Brit- 
ish Consul demanded the keys of the build- 
ing, which were refused. 

A Scotchman named Mackie thereupon 
climbed on top of the bullding and hoisted 
the Samoan flag, while the British and 
Americen Consuls and a number of ma- 
rines invade’ the building, forced the doors 
open and pushed the German Consul into 
the street. 

Then the two Consuls formally and le- 

ally opened the court and issued a warn- 
ng against any further interference with 
its jurisdiction, threatening to arrest and

NEW YORK BAR ASSOCIATION 
CONGRATULATES THE CZAR. 


PROBLEM OF THE CENTURY. 


Charles A. Gardiner Points Out the 
Duty of Lawyers to the 
Nation. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 19.—The State Bar 
Association, at is meeting, indorsed the ac- 
tion taken by the Czar Nicholas in con- 
vening an International Peace Congress by 
the aduption of a resolution offered by 
Wm. Barnes of Albany. This is the text 
of the resolution: 

Re.Wlved, That the recent action of the 
Czar Nicholas of Russia in convening an 
Internationa] Congress to consider the par- 
tial reduction of the armies and navies of 
the world and the amelioration of the most 
flagrant cruelties of war and the substitu- 
tion, so far as practicable, of arbitration 
for war, is warmly approvéd and com- 
mended by the New York State Bar Assvo- 
Clation, and that as an evidence of our 
friendly relations with Russia and of a 
Support of the proposed Congress we hereby 
recommend to the President es American 
delegates ex-Presidents Benjamin Harrison 
and Grover Cleveland and ex-Vice-Presi- 
dent Levi P. Morton, and that a certified 
copy of the resolution be sent to the Czar. 

Charles A. Gardiner of New York City 
made an address on the spbject of the 


Government's right to acquire and-hold for- f 


eles territory, in which he satd fn @onclu- 
sion: 

“During the last year the American peo- 
ple have resolved upon a most momentous 
policy, to expand their continental bounds, 
acquire foreign territory and take their 
place among nations as a dominant power. 
Expansion is no longer a theory but a 
fact. To the press of this country more 
than to any other aggregate intellectual 
force may be ascribed the development of 
their national policy and for services thus 
rendered no tribute of praise can be un- 
merited. The pending treaty will soon be 
ratified and in pmctically its present form. 
As Senator Gray tersely remarked: ‘It will 


merely put us in control of ‘the situation.’ 


Then will confront Congress the gravest 
problems of the century. 

“We have never legislated for barbarians 
in the Orient nor enacted municipal laws 
for Malays, nor adjusted our institutions 
to Aeiatic civilization. Old principles must 
be applied to new condtions. Congress 
shares the general confusion of* public 
thought, distrusts its prerogatives, and 
while possessing absolute power, yet daily 
discusses its limitations under the Consti- 
tution and Federal statutes. 

‘‘Now arises the opportunity of the Amer- 
ican bar. Now is the time for action. It 
should emulate the patriotic services of 
the press; its counsel is imperatively need- 
ed; its advice will supremely benefit the na- 
tion. 

‘‘What. more vital issues can engage the 
attention of this association? What dis- 
cussions can be more in harmony with its 
spirit and traditions? In all crises of our 
history the bar of New York, by profound 
learning, strength of argument and splen- 
dor of eloquence, has swayed the destiny 
of the nation. 

‘Let us not now stand quiescent. Let us 
perform our full duty, and, ‘counsel 
learned in the law,’ advise the people and 
their representatives to a wise and just 
solution of these momentous problems.”’

Vuelta Abaja. Seven factories refueed to 
join the syndicate, and have kept an inde- 

vendent existence. Negotiations with the 
Bastion syndicate are sad to have ceased re- 
cently, and now a preposition has been 
made to Inclan & Co., and to other outside 
factories which are considering li. Tobacco 
men have heretofore been sceptical about 
all plane for controlling production and 
manufacture of the Cuban leaf, because of 
the amount of oipital needed. 

For this reason individual promoters have 

received little attent.on. The banks, how- 
ever, have capital enough to command re- 
epect in trade circles, and It is known 
that gome factories have received offers 
which are causing them to reconsider form. 
er refusals. 
Tobacco lands are held chiefly by small 
farmers, and are not owned In large arear, 
by factories, though some of these have 
leases of tracts for periods varying from 
three to fiVe years. Tobacco buyers have 
claimed that the scheme of controlling pro- 
duction is not feasible, but capitalists are 
willihg to attempt the experiment. The 
value of the product of the Vuelta Abaja 
and Partidos Districts is estimated at from 
$10,.00.000 to $12,000.00. In the present 
echeme account is not taken of the Reme- 
Gios District, tn Santa Clara. or of Ban- 
tlago, comprising the cheap product.

I of 
course refused and jestingly asked her 
what she would do about it. . She drew a 
revolver, and looking at me said: ‘This is 
what I will do about it.” I seid nothing 
more, but left her. The next day I met 
her brother Louis and he told me to call 
on her. I never went. On the following 
Thursday night she tried to commit eui- 
cide by asphyxiation. She was taken to the 
St. John’s Hospital, Twenty-third and Lo- 
cust. Her brother called on me again the 
next day and asked me again to call on her. 
Again I refused and told him that I would 
have nothing to do with her. 


“After her diecharge from the hospital 
she followed me several times, and has 
tried in every way possible to make me cal!

New Plan of Sending Potatoes and 
Onions to Cuba Devised. 
WASHINGTON, Jar. 18.—The Commis. 
sary General has decided to reject all of 
the bids made to furnish potatoes and 
onions for the United States In Cuba for 
the next six months. Among the bidders 
were Messrs. Redemeyer and Hollman of 
St. Louls. Three bids were received from 
Havana. The ground upon which all the 
bids were rejected was that they did not. 
conform to the specifications. Under the 
terms of the advertisement the dealer se- 
curing the contract would be obliged to 
deliver the produce at any point in Cuba 
where a garrison of United States troops 
were stationed. All the bids received were 
put In for delivery at some specified point. 
Col. Alexander says that the dealers were 
Itkely to furnish potatoes and onions which 
would pass inspection at Havana, but 
would spoil before they could be delivered 
at the other ports and at interior points

the house, and the little ones are illy clad 
for winter weather. The charity of neigh- 
tors, as poor as they are, will be their 
sole source of income until Featherstone is 
released or the mother recovers her health 
sufficiently to work. 

The mother and all of the children have 
been sick recently. Agnes, who was 4 years 
old, died of diphtheria Monday last. The 
doctor’s bills and funeral expenses left the 
family almost penniless. 

What was left the father spent for drink. 
When he had used it all he stopped a wo- 
man on the street and demanded money. 
He adinits the fact but pleads drunkenness 
and the belief in his muddied mind that 
Mrs. Cole. was tis wife as excuses for it. 

Mrs. Cole lives at 2707 Lucas avenue. She 
passed Featherstone at the corner of Beau- 
mont and (Morgan streets and the latter 
followed her a few steps. He waiked up to 
her while they were still In the light shed 
by the are lump above, and putting his 
arm around her waist whispered in her ear: 

*[ wan't your money; give it to me!’’ 

Mrs. Cole pushed him away and ran, 
screaming for help. Featherstone followed 
her a few steps into the street. A man 
jumped off of a passing car and Feather- 
etone gave up the pursuit and fled north 
on Beaumont street. 

Alec. Hamilton and Alec. Cole, negroes, 
gave pursuit and chased Featherstone into 
the arms of Policeman Early at the corner 
of Wash street and Jefferson avenue. 
Featherstone was identified by Mrs. Cole 
ehortly after and admitted he was the man 
who had demanded her money. 

Featherstone was as despondent and re- 
pentant a prisoner Thursday as has found 
shelter in the holdovér in many a day. 

“I don’t know much about last night's 
doings,”’ he said. ‘I suppose I did all they 
say [I did, but I was so drunk I can’t re- 
member all. I know drunkenness is no ex- 
cuse and I will have to bear the result of 
my indiscretions. 

“When my baby died last Monday, I wae 
#0 borne down with grief that I was al- 
most crazy. I had been unable to sleep 
and I began drinking whisky. 

“I don't know how I got up on Beau- 
mont street last night. I saw a woman 
on the street. She was dressed in black 
and I thought she was my wife. My money 
waé all gone and I knew she had some. 
wanted it. I know there was no reason 
why I should have taken her for my w’fe. 
I did not realize where I was and it was 
the whisky that acted, not me. 

“I am not a regular drinker. I have 
worked for the Chicago Packing Company 
seven years and’ in that time I have only 
lost two days. I am no thief and I would 
not take a cent of anybody's money.” 

Featherstone was formerly foreman at 
the Chicago Packing Co., East St. Louls. 
and as such was paid $15 a week, but re- 
cently he lost his position, and was made 
an ordinary hand at $10 a week. Feather- 
stone didn't return to work Monday, but 


wandered about trying to assuage his sor- x 


row in.drink. 

His neighbors say Featherstone was a 
hard working man, giving his salary regu. 
larly to his wife. He is an Englishman 
about 40 years old. The children go to 
school, and are remarkably bright.

NEW YORK, Jan. 19.—The French ball 
at Madison Square Garden last night was

TALKS OF SENDING A 


CREW TO PARIS. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan.\{9.—It is not unlikely 
that the National Association of Amateur 
Oarsmen may send this year’s winning 
eight-oared shell crew to the Paris Exposi- 
tion to compete in the international regatta 
there next year. 

The question is causing much discussion 
among oarsmen and many are enthusiastic 
over the idea, thinking that it would serve 
to stimulate rowing in this country should 
the United States be represented abroad. 

Whether or not a crew shall be sent to 
Paris will be considered at the annual meelt- 
ing of the National Association to be held 
at Marlborough Hotel in this city on Sat- 
urday night. 

Fred R. Fortmeyer, secretary of the or- 
ganization, has received from foreign coun- 
tries numerous communications bearing on 
the subject, all of which will be laid be- 
fore the delegates of the various clubs. 

The meeting will be an open one, so that 
any oarsman not a member of the asso- 
ciation may attend and take part in the 
discussion, although having no vote. 

With such an incentive as a trip abroad 
to spur them on the various eight-oared 
crews would certainly make greater efforts 
than ever to win the event. The Philadel- 
phia Barge Club crew, which has carried 
off the honor for the last two years firmly 
believes that it will do 60 again. 

Members of this crew have labored with 
more than ordinary vigor to arrange for a 
trip to England to take part in the Henley 
regatta, but they now think that to row 
at the Paris Exposition as representatives 
of the United States would be more of an 
honor than to compete at Henley simply as 
the Pennsylvania Barge Club champion 
er the National Association decides 
favorably other crews than the Pennsy!- 
yania will have a say as to which shall 
make the trip. The New York clubs will 
put forth a valiant effort, while several 
New England eights are not to be thought 
lightly of. Baltimore, which a few years 
ago boasted a championship crew, may also 
make another try in that direction, 

Another question to be decided at the 
coming meeting is where the next annual 
regatta of the association will be 
There appears to be no doubt that Boston 
will succeed in getting the event.

NO LAW FOR THE PRACTICE. 


TRON BARS REMOVED FROM WIN- 
DOWS OF JURY ROOMS. 


Judge Flitcraft Could Find No Legal 
Requirement for Restraining 
Citizens While on Pub- 
lic Duty. 


Hereafter jurors deliberating on cases in 
the civil division of the Circuit Court at 
the St. Louis Courthouse will not be ‘locked 
in the juryroom. 

John P. Herrmann, the real estate man 
who made a protest against being locked 
up, on the order of Judge Flitcraft Wed- 
nesday, has gained his point. 

Thursday preparations were mede to re- 
move the bars from the window of the 
furyroom, to which Mr. Herrmann refused 
to retire. This was in accordance with in- 
structions given by Judge Flitcraft to 
Deputy Sheriff Scnuster. The boits will 
remain on the door, but they will not be 
agrawn on jurors again. 

Mr. Herrmann’s victory was complete. 
After he entered the juryroom under pro- 
test, Wegnesday afternoon, and tne aoor 
had been locked he explained to the otner 
li.memobers of the jury that his mind was 
80 perturved he couid not deliberate on the 
case in hand. He said it would be impos- 
gible to «al out justice while feeiing (nat 
he had Deen Ugjustiy dealt with. The jury 
proceeded’ to e.ect a toreman, but Mr. Herr- 
mann wouid take no part in the proceed- 
ing, stating that he Wouid not vole waoiie 
the door was locked. The jurors, after 6e- 
lecting a toreman, asked nim to vote on 
the issues of the trial, but he gave them 
his final answer. 

Foreman Hatch sent a note to Judge 
Fiitcraft stating that one of the jurors was 
in such a condjtion of mind that he could 
not deliberate so long as the windows were 
barred and the doors locked, 

The court ordered the doors unlocked and 
Mr. Herrmann then took part in the de- 
liberations. The order to Deputy Schuster 
loliowed. 

Mr. Herrmann said Thursday: “I did 
not fear the danger of fire or the bursting 
of a steam coil as much as the autocratic 
power of judges to incarcerate a citizen 
oe in the discharge of his duties. I con- 
end that a juror to whom an injustice is 
done by being incarcerated behind iron- 
barred windows and bolted doors {gs in- 
Capacitated from dealing out justice to liti- 
gants. 

the authority exercised by our judges 
over jurors tends to acquit criminals and 
unish innocent people. Rather then be 
Ocked up all’ night jurors often vote 
aga.nst their convictions.’’ 

© case was widely discussed among 
Jjawyers. and it was generally conceded 
that Judge Flitcraft’s failure to find a law 
for the iocking up of jurors would put an 
end to the practice.

The dignity of the law does 
not have to be maintained with a weapon. 

“For myself I would rather be shot dead 
than to carry into this court a revolver. 
It is an offense against the dignity of the 
law, and persons so conducting themselves 


| show little respect for the position which 


they occupy. 

‘“Phere is no principle of law that forbids 

a man to defend himself. When, there- 
fore, it having come to the knowledge of 
the defendant that open and notorious 
‘threats had been made against him and 
the persons so threatening him went con- 
stantly armed, even exposing a pistol on the 
bar of justice, he had a right to carry a 
weapon to protect his life. ° :
